BELIZE - 

MEXICO, TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO AND EL SALVADOR, WHO WERE INSCRIBED 
TO SPEAK IN COMMITTEE 4 NOV. 19 TO INTRODUCE RESPECTIVELY 
MEXICAN, UK-CARIBBEAN AND GUATEMALAN RESOLUTIONS, ALL 
WITHDREW THEIR NAMES FROM THE SPEAKERS LIST AS A RESULT OF 
CONTINUING CONSULTATIONS ON THE MEXICAN DRAFT. THE SITUATION, 
THE BRITISH EMPHASIZED, STILL REMAINS VERY "FLUID." ALTHOUGH 
THE MEXICANS REVISED THEIR DRAFT, MANY DELEGATIONS CONTINUE

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EXERCISE OFF THE GROUND. G-77 IS SPLIT BETWEEN HARDLINERS WHO 
INSIST THAT PURPOSE OF RESTRUCTURING IS SIMPLY TO 
INSTITUTIONALIZE NIEO, CERDS, ET AL, OTHERS WHO OUT OF 
NAIVETE AND/OR INEXPERIENCE SEE OPERATION AS AN EXERCISE IN
